We conducted our audit in accordance with auditing standards generally accepted 
m the United States of Amenca and the standards apphcable to financial audits 
contained in Govemment Auditing Standards, issued by the Comptroller Geneml 
of the United States.

The other supplementary information listed in 
the table of contents is presented for purposes of additional analysis and is not a required part of the 
financial statements. Such information is tiie responsibility of management and is derived from and relate 
directly to the underlying accounting and other records used to prepare the fmanciai statements. The 
infomiation has been subjected to the auditing procedures applied in the audit of the financial statements 
and certain additional procedures, including comparing and reconciling such information direcdy to the 
underlying accounting and odier records used to prepare the financial statements or to the financial 
statements themselves, and other additional prcx;edures in accordance with auditing standards generally 
accepted in the United States of America. In our opinion, the information is fairiy stated m all material 
respects in relation to the financial statements as a whole. Hie prior year comparative information on tiie 
other supplementary information has been derived from the Authority's 2010 financial statements, which

Management's Discussion and Analysis 
As management of the Lafayette Economic Development Authority, we offer readers of fte La&yette 
Economic Development Authority's financial statements this narrative overview and analysis of the 
fmanciai activities of the Au^r i ty for the fiscal year ended December 31,2011. 

Financial Highlights 

• The assets of the Lafayette Economic Development Au&ority exceeded its liabilities at the close 
of the fiscal year ended December 31, 2011 by $12,342,103 (net assets). Of diis amount, 
$7,628,375 (unrestricted net assets) may be used to meet the Audiority's ongoing obligations to 
creditors ' 

• The Authority's total net assets decreased by $201,306. This decrease is substantially attributed | 
to the decrease of Receivables from Taxes i 

• As of tiie close of the current fiscal year, the Authority's govemmental funds reported combined | 
ending fund balances of $10,674,684, a decrease of $584,927 in comparison with the prior year ^ 
This decrease is substantially attnliuted to an increase m the General Govemment expenditures in 
the Business/Park Expansion or Attraction Fund and the Enfrepreneurship, Technology and 
Innovations Funds. 

• Ad valorem taxes mcreased by $18,055 due to increases in the taxable property valuation m 2011 
by the La&yette Parish Assessor. 

• At the end of the current fiscal year, unreserved fund balance for the general fund was 
$5,113,112. This amount is available for future general govemment expenditures 

Overview of the Financial Statements 

This discussion and analysis are mtended to serve as an introduction to the Lafoyette Economic 
Development Authority's basic financial statements. The Authority's basic financial statements are 
comprised of diree components: I) Government-wide Financial Statements, 2) Fimd Financial 
Statements, and 3) Notes to the Finanaal Statements. This report also contains other supplementary 
information in addition to tiie basic financial statements themselves. 

Government-wide Financial Statements. The Government-wide Financial Statements are designed to 
provide readers with a broad overview of the Authority's finances, in a manner similar to a private-sector 
business. 

The Statement of Net Assets presents information on all of the Auftority's assets and liabilities, with the 
difference between the two reported as net assets. Over time, increases or deceases in net assets may 
serve as a useful indicator of whether the financial position of the Authority is unproving or deteriorating. 
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The Statement of Activities presents information showing how the government's net assets changed during 
the most recent fiscal year. All changes m net assets are reported as soon as the underlying event giving j 
rise to die change occurs, regardless of Ae timing of related cash flows. Thus, revenues and expenses are 
reported in this statement for some items that will only result m cash fiows in future fiscal periods (e.g., • 
uncollected taxes and eamed but unused vacation leave). [ 

Both of the Government-wide Financial Statements distinguish functions of die La&yette Economic 
Development Authority diat are principalty supported by taxes and intergovemmental revenues 
(govemmental activities) from other functions that are intended to recover all or a sigmficant portion of 
their costs throu^ charges (business-type activities). The govemmental activities of die Authority 
include general govemment expenses incurred m die Authority's mission of facilitating economic growth 
m Î a&yette parish, the sale of land in the four industrial parks owned by the Authority, and the mterest | 
portion of the Audiority's semi-annual payments on outstanding Taxable Certificates of Indebtedness. i 
The Authority had no busmess-type activities to report 

The Govemment-wide Financial Statements can be found on pages 9 and 10 of diis report The 
Govemmental Fund Financial Statements can be found on pages 11,12, and 13 of this report 

Fund Financial Statements. A fund is a grouping of related accounts diat is used to mamtain control 
over resources that have been segregated for specific activities or objectives. The La&yette Economic 
Development Authority, like other state and local governments, uses fond accounting to ensure and 
demonstrate compliance with finance-related legal requirements. All of the funds of the Authority can be 
divided into two categories: govemmentalJunds andfiduciaryjunds 

Govemmental funds. Govemmental fimds are used to account for essentialty the same functions reported 
as governmental activities in the Govemment-wide Financud Statements. However, unlike the 
Govemment-wide Financial Statements, Govemmental Fund Financial Statements focus on near-term 
mfiows and outflows of spendable resources, as well as on balances of spendable resources available at 
the end of die fiscal year. Such information may be useful in evaluating a government's near-term 
financing requirements. 

Because die focus of govemmental fiinds is narrower than that of the Government-wide Financud 
Statements, it is usefol to compare the information presented for govemmental fimds whh similar 
information presented for govemmental activities in the Govemment-wide Financicd Statements. By 
doing so, readers may better understand the long-term impact of die government's near-term financing 
decisions. Both die Govemmental Funds Balance Sheet and the Governmental Funds Statement of 
Revenues, Ejqfenditwes, and Changes in Fund Bcdances provided a reconciliation to facilitate this 
comparison between govemmental fimds and governmental activities. 

The Authority mamtains four individual governmental funds. Information is presented separately in the 
Governmental Fund Balance Sheet and m the Govemmental Fund Statement of Revenues, Expenditures, 
and Changes in Fund Balances for die general fund, the capital projects (Busmess/Park Expansion or 
Attraction) iimd, the capital projects (Building Maintenance) fimd, and the special reveiiue 
(Entrepreneurship, Technology and Innovation) fimd. The general fimd is considered by die Authority to 
be its major fund. 
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The La&yette Economic Development Audiority adopts an annual budget for its general fund. A 
budgetary comparative statement has been provided for the general fund to demonstrate compliance with 
diis budget 

Fiduciary fimds. Fiduciary funds are used to account for resources held for the benefit of parties outside 
the govemment Fiduciaiy funds are not reflected m the Government-wide Financial Statement because 
the resources of those fimds are not available to support the Authority's own programs. 

The basic Fiduciary Fund Financial Statements can be found on pages 14 and 15 of this report 

Notes to the Finandal Statements. The notes provide additional mformation that is essential to a full 
understanding of the data provided in the Govemment-wide and Fund Financial Statements. The notes to 
the financial statements can be found on pages 16 through 28 of this report 

Govemment-wide Finandal Analysis 

As noted earlier, net assets may serve over time as a useful indicator of a govemment's financial position. 
In the case of die La&yette Economic Develc^ment Audiority, assets exceeded liabilities by $12,342,103 
at die close of die most recent fiscal year. 

In 2011, the largest portion of the Audiority*s net assets (48 percent) was its Cash held in the bank.

• Unrestricted investment earnings decreased by $153,501 due to the decrease in the interest eamed 
fiom 3% down to 1% per the fiscal agency agreement 

• General government expenses increased by $1,169,923 of which $718,282 was due to increased 
expenses m the Business/Park Expansion or Attraction Fund and $113,074 in the 
Entrepreneurship, Technology and hmovation Fund. 

• Cost of land sold & asset disposals decreased by $86,158 due to no disposals occurring in 2011. 

Financial Analysis of Govemment's Funds 

As noted earlier, die La&yette Economic Development Authority uses fund accounting to ensure and 
demonstrate compliance with finance-related legal requirements. 

Govemmental Funds Hie focus of the Authority's govemmental funds is to provide information on near-
term inflows, outflows, and balances of spendable resources Such information is useful in assessing the 
Authority's financmg requirements. In particular, unreserved fimd balance may serve as a useful measure 
of a government's net resources available for spending at the end of the fiscal year. 
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As of die end of the current fiscal year, die Lafayette Economic Development Authority's Govemmental 
Funds reported combined ending fund balances of $10,674,684 which is a decrease of $584,927 in 
comparison with the prior year. 

Approximately seventy-five percent of the amount, $7,915,737, constitutes unreserved fund balance. i 
which is available for spending at the govemment's discretion. The remainder of fund balance is reserved j 
to indicate that it is not available for new spending because it is already committed. i 

The general fund is the chief operatmg fund of the La&yette Economic Development Authonty. At the 
end of the currem fiscal year, unreserved fimd balance of the general fond was $5,113,112. As a measure 
of die general fund's liquidity, it may be usefol to compare unreserved fund balance to total fimd 
expenditures. Both unreserved fimd balance and total fimd balance represent over 200 percent of total 
general fimd expenditures. 

The fimd balance of die La&yette Economic Development Authority's general fund increased by i 
$304,527 during the current fiscal year. Key factors for the net increase are as follows: i 

• Ad valorem taxes increased by $18,055 due to mcreases in die taxable property valuation in 2011 ' 
by the La&yette Parish Assessor ' 

• Inteigovemmental revenue decreased by $21,855. 
• Miscellaneous revenue deceased by $68,543. 
• Cq}ital ouday decreased by $31,757. Most Capital Ouday purchases in 2011 were made out of 

the Coital Projects fimds. 
• Transfer out to odier fimds decreased by $387,500. 

General Fund Budgetary Highlights 

Differences between the original budget and the fmal amended budget can be summarized as follows: 

• $25,000 increase m Taxes Revenue 
• $1,000 increase in Intergovemmental Revenue 
• $350 mcrease in Miscellaneous Revenue j 
• $ 102,650 decrease in General Govemment Expendimres I 
• $20,000 mcrease m Capital Outlay 
• $1,500 decrease in Interest Eamed 
• $107,500 increase in Transfers Out | 

Capital Asset and Debt Administration 

Capital Assets. The La&yette Economic Development Authority's investment in capital assets for its 
govemmental activities as of December 31, 2011 amounts to $1,853,533 (net of accumulated 
depreciation). This investment in capital assets includes a bmtding, fiuniture, fixtures located in die 
building, and manu&cturing equipment The total increase in the Authority's investment in capital assets 
(net of accumulated depreciation) for die current fiscal year was $257,207. 

Major capital asset events during the current fiscal year included the following: i

• Completion costs on the expansion of the LEDA focility was $37,353 and acquisitions of i \ 

Furniture, Fixture and Equipment related to the expansion was $122,753. I 
• Leasehold improvements and acquisitions of Furniture, Fixture and Equipment located at the j 

Opportunity Machine were $198,358.

Long-Term Debt 

The Authority's total debt decreased by $337,461 during the current fiscal year. The key foctors in this 
decrease were a decrease m Accounts Payable of $100,198, a decrease in Other Accmed Liabilities of 
$110,849; and a decrease in outstanding long-term Taxable Certificates of Indebtedness of $140,000. 

Additional information on the Authority's long-term debt can be found in footnote 7 on page 26 of this 
report. 

Other Information 

In August of 2006, LEDA and Louisiana Economic Development (LED) entered into a Cooperative 
Endeavor Agreement (CEA) with a pnvate company regarding the establishment of a Call Center in 
La&yette widi the requirement of creating 1,000 new positions and payroll levels for several years in 
exchange for financial incentives from LEDA and LED. Clawback provisions were incorporated in die 
CEA in case job creation requirements were not met In the last few years, the private company has been 
experiencmg significant problems hiring and maintaining employees and m late 2011 lost a oitical 
contract they were servicing finom their Lafayette Call Center. The company has decided to close die Call 
Center m layet te . LED and LEDA have been negotiating the amount and term of payment of the 
clawbacks owed to LEDA and LED due to failure to meet the payroll requirements as stipulated in the 
CEA. 

Ecooomic Factors and Next Year's Budget 

• The unemployment rate for the La&yette Parish ui October 2011 was 5.1 percent, which is a 
decrease from a rate of 5 8 percent a year ago. This compares &vorably to the state's average 
unemployment rate for the month of October 2011 of 7.1 percent and die national average rate for 
October 2011 of 8.9 percent 

• Inflationary trends in the region compare favorably to national indices. 

These &ctors were considered in preparing the Lafayette Economic Development Authority's budget for 
die 2012 fiscal year.

NOTE 1 SUMMARY OF SIGNIFICANT ACCOUNTING POLICIES 

The Lafayette Economic Development Authority (AuAonty) is a political subdivision of the State of 
Louisiana created under Louisiana Revised Statute 34:291-34:302. It was originally formed under 
the name of Lafayette Harbor, Terminal, and Industrial Development District. The Authority is 
govemed by a board of commissioners consisting of twelve appomted members The Authonty is 
authorized to construct or acqun^ industrial parks and industrial plant buildings, includmg sites and 
other necessary property and appurtenances, and to acquire, construct, improve, operate, maintain, 
and provide improvement and services necessary. It is also auAorized to sell, lease, or otherwise 
dispose of, by suitable and appropriate contract, to any enterprise locating or existing within the 
parish, all or any part of an industrial plant site, mdustrial plant building, or other property owned by 
the Authority. 

The accounting and reporting policies of the Authonty conform to generally accepted accounting 
principles as apphcable to governments. Such accounting and reporting procedures also conform to 
the requirements of Louisiana Revised Statute 24:513, as well as any applicable requirements set 
forA by Audits of State and Local Govemmental Units, the mdustry audit guide issued by the 
American Institute of Certified Public Accountants, and the Louisiana Govemmental Audit Guide 

Financial Reporting Entity 

This report includes all funds, account groups, and component units, which are controlled by or 
dependent on the Lafayette Economic Development Authority. Control by or dependence on the 
Authority was determined on the basis of budget adoption, taxing authority, authonty to issue debt, 
election or q)pointment of governing body, or other general oversight responsibility. At December 
31, 2011, there were no entities that met the criteria to be considered a component unit of the 
Authonty. 

The following is a sununary of certain significant accounting policies* 

Government-Wide and Fund Financial Statements 

The govemment-wide financial statements report mformation on all of the non-fiduciary activities. 
For the most part, the effect of interfund activity has been removed from these statements. 

The statement of activities demonstrates the degree to which the direct expenses of a givoi function 
or segment are of&et by program revenues. Direct expenses are those that are clearly identifiable 
with a specific function or segment Program revenues include proceeds received from the sale of 
land inventory. Taxes and other items not properly included among program revenues are reported 
instead as general revenues

Govemment-Wide and Fund Financial Statements (continued) 

Separate financial statements are provided for governmental funds and fiduciaiy funds, even though 
the latter are excluded &om the govemment-wide financial statements. All individual govemmental 
funds are reported as separate columns in the fund financial statements. 

Measurement Focus. Basis of Accounting, and Financial Statement Presentation 

The govemment-wide financial statements are reported usmg the economic resources measurement 
focus and die accrual basis of accounting as are the fiduciary fund financial statements. Revenues 
are recorded when eamed and expenses are recorded when a liability is incurred, regardless of the 
timing of related cash flows. Prope^ taxes are recognized as revenues in the year for which they are 
levied. Grants and similar items are recognized as revenues in the year for which they are levied. 

Govenunental fund financial statements are reported using die current financial resources 
measurement focus and die modified accrual basis of accounting. Revenues are recognized as soon 
as diey are both measurable and available. For this purpose, the govemment considers revenues to be 
available if they are collectible within the current period or soon enough thereafter to pay liabilities 
of the current period. Expenditures generally are recorded when a liability is incurred, as under 
accrual accounting. However, debt service expenditures, as well as expenditures related to 
compensated absences and claims and judgments, are recorded only when payment is due. 

Ad valorem taxes and interest associated with the current fiscal period are all considered to be 
susceptible to accrual and so have been recognized as revenues of die current fiscal period. 

Ad valorem taxes are recognized as revenues in the year in which such taxes are levied and billed to 
taxpayers. Otiier major revenues that are considered susceptible to accrual include eamed gram 
revenues and other intergovermnental revenues, and interest on investments. 

The govemment reports the following major governmental fimds: 

The general fund is the govemment's pnmaiy operating fimd. It accounts for all fmanciai 
resources of tiie general government, except diose required to be accounted for ui another fund. 

The special revenue fund is used to account for die proceeds of specific revenue sources (other 
than major cqrital projects) that are legally restricted to expenditures for a specific purpose.

The ccpital projects fund accounts for the acquisition of fixed assets or construction of major 
coital projects not being fmanced by propnetary or nonexpendable tmst funds 

Additionally, the govemment reports the following fimd types: 

Agency Funds are used to account for assets held by banks in a trustee capacity for the 
Authonty. These fimds are used to account for lease and related receipts fiom lessees as well 
as bond, interest, and related payments made to bondholders for industrial development 
revenue bonds issued by die Authority. 

Amounts reported as program revenues mclude proceeds from the sale of land inventoiy. General 
revenues include all taxes. 

When both restricted and unrestricted resources are available for use, it is the government's policy 
to use restncted resources first, then unrestricted resources as they are needed. 

Capital Assets 

Capital assets, which include property, plant, equipment, and infiastmcture assets, are reported in 
the applicable govemmental activities column in the govemment-wide financial statements. 
Coital assets are defined by the govemment as assets with an initial, individual cost of more than 
$250 and an estimated useful life in excess of one year. Such assets are recorded at historical cost 
or estimated historical cost if purchased or constructed. Donated capital assets are recorded at 
estimated fast maiket value at die date of donation Donated assets are immaterial. 

The cost of normal maintenance and repairs that do not add to the value of the asset or materially 
extend assets hves are not capitalized.

hiventorv of Land Held-for-Resale 

The inventoiy of land held-for-resale is valued at cost. The cost is recorded as an expenditure at 
the time the land is sold. The inventoiy of land held for resale at year-end is equally offset by a 
fund balance reserve to indicate that it does not constitute "available expendable resources," even 
though it is a component of net assets. 

Receivables and Payables 

Activity between funds that are representative of lendin^borrowing arrangements outstanding at 
the ̂ d of the fiscal year are referred to as either "due to/from other fimds (i.e. the current portion 
of mterfund loans) or "advances to/fix>m other funds" (i e., the non-current portion of interfund 
loans). All other outstanding balances between funds are reported as "due to/from other funds." 

The ad valorem tax receivable is shown net of an allowance for uncollectibles. The ad valorem 
tax receivable allowance is equal to 3.50% of levied ad valorem taxes at December 31,2011. 

Long-term Obligations 

In die govemment-wide financial statements, long-term debt and other long-term obligations are 
reported as liabilities in the applicable govemmental activities. 

VacatioTU Sick Leave, and Pension Plan

Sick leave accmes at the rate of V4 day per month beginnmg after 3 months of service with a 30-
day maximum per year. Sick leave is available for carryover. Upon termination, either voluntary 
or involuntary, all accrued sick time will be forfeited. Sick leave is not recorded m these financial 
statements except for $7,385, which is included in the balance of $46,114. This amount is 
attributable to one employee who is grand&thered under an old sick leave policy.

Vacation. Sick Leave, and Pension Plan (contmued) 

For the years beginning Januaiy 1, 2004, LEDA employees are eligible participants of the 
Parochial Employees' Retirement System; a cost-sharing multiple-employer defined benefit 
pension plan administered by a separate board of trustees. This retirement system provides 
retirement, disability, and death benefits to plan members and dieir beneficiaries The plans 
funding policy requires employees to contribute 9.5% of covered salary. For the years ended 
December 31, 2011 and 2010, the employer contribution rate was 15.75% and 15.75%. For die 
years ended December 31, 2011 and 2010, total salaiy subject to the Parodiial Employees' 
Retirement System was $1,085,639 and $1,013,766 and LEDA's contributions were $170,988 and 
$159,668, respectively. 

The Parochial Employees* Retirement System issues an annual publicly available financial report 
and required supplementary infonnation for the System. That report may be obtained by writing

Post-Emplovment Benefits

Equity Classifications 

In die govemment-wide statements, equity is classified as net assets and displayed in three 
components: 

Invested in capital assets, net of related debt - Consists of capital assets including restricted capita] 
assets, net of accumulated depreciation and reduced by the outstanding balances of any bonds, 
mortgages, notes, or other borrowings that are atbibutable to the acquisition, constmction, or 
improvement of those assets. 

Restricted net assets - Consists of net assets with constraints placed on the use either by (1) 
external groups such as creditors, grantors, contributors, or laws or regulations of other 
governments; or (2) law through constitutional provisions or enabling legislation. LEDA has no

In the fund statements, govemmental fund equity is classified as fiind balance. LEDA elected to 
implement GASB No. 54, Fund Balance Reporting and Govemmental Fund Type Definitions, in 
fiscal year 2011.

Nonspendable - includes amounts that cannot be spent because they are either not spendable in

Assigned - includes amoimts that LEDA intends to use for a specific purpose, but do not meet the 
definition of restricted or committed fund balance. The Commission may assign amounts to this 
classification.

Unassigned - mchides amounts that have not been assigned to other fimds or restricted, committed | 
or assigned to a specific purpose within the General Fund. LEDA reports all amounts that meet 
the unrestricted General Fund Balance Policy descn*bed below as unassigned. 

When an e>q)enditure is incurred for purposes for which both restricted and unrestricted fund 
balance is available, LEDA considers restricted funds to have been spent first. When an 
expenditure is incurred for which committed, assigned, or unassigned fimd balances are available, 
LEDA considers amounts to have been spent fu^ out of committed fimds, then assigned fimds, 
and finally unassigned funds, as needed, unless LEDA has provided otherwise in its commitment 
or assignment actions. 

Budgets and Budgetary Accounting 

Annual budgets are adopted on a basis consistent with accounting principles generally accepted in 
the United States of America for all govemmental funds except the capital projects funds, llie 
budget is formally adopted by the Authority, prior to the begmning of the fiscal year. Notices of 
its completion and avmlability are published. After its adoption, any adjustments to the budget 
must folbw the same process. All annual appropriations lapse at year-end.

Use of Estimates 

The preparation of financial statements in conformity with accountmg principles generally 
accepted in die United States of America requires management to make estimates and assumptions 
that afiect die reported amounts of assets and liabilities at the date of the financial statements and 
the reported amounts of revenues and expenses during die reportmg period. Actual resuhs could 
differ from those estimates. 

Restricted Cash 

Restricted cash represents amounts to be set aside annually in the sinking fimd as required by the 
Certificates of Indebtedness, for repayment of the bond principal and interest 

Prepaid Expenses 

Payments made to vendors for services tiiat will benefit periods beyond year end are recorded as 
prepaid expenses 

Transfers 

Permanent reallocation of resources between funds of the Authority are classified as mterfund 
transfers. For the purpose of the statement of activities, all interfiind transfers between individual 
govemmental fimds have been eliminated.

NOTE 4 CASH AND INTEREST-BEARING DEPOSITS 

Under state law, the Authority may deposit fimds within a fiscal agent bank organized under the 
laws of the State of Louisiana, the laws of any other state m the Union, or the laws of the United 
States. The Authority may invest in certificates and tnne deposits of state banks organized under 
Louisiana law and national banks having principal offices m Louisiana. At December 31, 2011 
and 2010, the Authority has cash and mterBst-bearing deposits (book balances) totaling $6,160,775 
and $6,51639, respectively.

Custodial Credit Risk Relating to Deposits 

Custodial credit risk is the risk that, m the event of bank feilure, the Authority's deposits might not 
be recovered. The Authority does not have a policy for custodial credit risk, however, under state 
law, these deposits, (or the resulting bank balances^ must be secured by federal deposit insurance 
or the pledge of securities owned by the fiscal bank. 

The maricet value of die pledged securities plus the federal deposit insurance must at all times 
equal the amount on deposit with the fiscal agent bank. These securities are held in the name of 
die pledging fiscal agent bank in a holding or custodial bank that is mutually acceptable to both 
parties.

Pledged securities m Category 3 are comprised of unmsured and unregistered investments vntii 
securities held by the pledgmg institution, or by its trust department or agent ^ut not in the 
Authonty's name. Even though the pledged securities are considered uncollateralized (Category 
3) Louisiana Revised Statute 39:1229 imposes a statutory requirement on the custodial bank to 
advertise and sell the pledged securities within 10 days of being notified by die Authority that die 
fiscal agent has failed to pay deposited fimds i ^ n demand. 

NOTE 5 AD VALOREM TAXES 

Ad valorem taxes attach as an enforceable lien on property as of Januaiy 1 of each year Taxes are 
levied by the Parish Govemment in June and are actually billed to the taxpayers by the Assessor in 
October. Billed taxes are due by December 31, becoming delinquent on January 1, of die 
followmg year.

Ad valorem taxes are budgeted and recorded in the year levied and billed The taxes are based on 
assessed values determined by the Tax Assessor of Lafayette Parish and are collected by the 
Sheriff. Hie taxes are remitted net of deductions for Assessor's compensation and pension fiind 
contributions. 

FordieyearsendedDecember 31,2011 and 2010, taxes were levied at the rate of 1.92 mills and 
1.92 mills, respectivety, for general corporate purposes on property with assessed valuations 
totaling $1,994,635,544 and $1,975,116,139, respectively, less homestead exemptions of

NOTE 7 LONG-TERM DEBT 

On April 17, 1997, the State Bond Commission approved the La&yette Economic Development 
Authority to incur debt and boitow the amount of $1,330,000 and to issue Certificates of 
Indebtecbiess for the purpose of paying a portion of the cost of acquiring sites for industrial parks, 
and acquiring, constmcting and providmg improvements necessary therefore, and to pay the costs 
mcuired in connection with the issuance of the Certificates The Certificates are dated May 1, 
1997 and bear interest at a rate of 7.25% per annum, payable on May 1 and November 1 of each 
year, commencing November 1,1997, and maturing on May 1 in each of the years 1998 through 
2012. Widi approval from die State Bond Commission, effective August 1, 2004, the Certificates 
were amended to bear interest at a rate of 5.5%.

NOTE 10 AGREEMENT WITH CINGULAR WIRELESS LLC 

During 2002. LEDA entered an agreement with Cinguku* Wireless LLC, whereby LEDA issued 
revenue Bonds in an ampimt agree^^ for an mnoimt up to $10,000,000 
and to expend the proceeds to finance the acquisition, constiiiction, and installation of a feciiity 
(the Project) for Cingular to house a customer support center in Lafayette, Louisiana. 

Upon deliveiy of the Bonds and receipt of the proceeds, LEDA acquired the Project from Cingular 
and subsequently leased the Project to Cingular. Cingular's obligation is to make payments under 
the agreement sufficient to enable die payment of die principal and interest on the Bonds as well 
as paying agent fees, trustees' fees, and all other costs and charges m connection with the servicing 
of the Bonds. The Bonds shall not constitute an indebtedness or pledge of die general credit of 
LEDA Accordingty, neidier the asset nor the related Bonds are recorded on LHDA*s books. 

NOTE 11 CONTINGENCY 

In 2006, LEDA and Louisiana Economic E)evelopment (LED) entered into a Cooperative 
Endeavor Agreement (CEA) with a private con^tany regarding the establishment of a Call Center 
in Lafayette whh the requirement of creating 1,000 new positions and payroll levels for several 
years m exchange for financial incentives fix}m LEDA and LED. The CEA contained provisions 
for repayment of investment iiinds to LEDA and LED if future performance did not meet required 
benchmarks. In 2011, the private company made the decision to close the call center in Lafeyette. 
Subsequent to the date of closing, LED and LEDA have been negotiating the amount and term of 
p^mient of the clawbacks owed to LEDA and LED due to feilure to meet die payroll requirements 
as stipulated in the CEA In accordance widi generalty accepted accounting pnnciples, no gam 
contingency has been recognized in diese financial statements.
